U.S. District Court Judge

Peroff, 39, has been held 
in three different area jails 
since Feb. 18, when he was 
arrested on a Swedish war- 
rent charging him with 
stock transfer fraud in the 
1970s. 

The arrest came seven 
days after Peroff tried un- 
successfully to get court-or- 
dered federal protection af- 
ter someone allegedly fired 
a shotgun blast at his auto- 
mobile.
